People for a Week of Prayer

Text, “If ye shall ask anything in 
my name, I will do it.” St. John 14:14. 
S national leader of our young 
people, I especially feel an over- 
whelming urge to call on our youth 
for a special week of prayer begin- 
ning Easter Sunday. Easter represents 
to us the resurrection of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ, and at this time 
we are prone to think of new life, new 
energy, new victories. At this extreme- 
ly crucial time in which we are now 
living, I am of the profound convic- 
tion that if we are to have the victory 
that we look for and that we long 
for, nationally, politically, economi- 
cally, and spiritually, we must pray 
and look to God. There is no greater 
group of people to call upon than our 
young people, who know how to pray 
and the value of prayer, and surely it 
will take prayer to bring about such 
victories. 

There are two things especially that 
we need to pray for: First, and above 
all, is a spiritual awakening, a Pente- 
costal revival in every Church of God, 
every community, every state, and ev- 
ery nation of the world. Then we 
especially need to pray for our com- 
rades who are in the armed forces, 
who are falling every hour on the 
battlefield, wounded to die—many of 
them—there on a lonely field. 


Lest We Faint 
Luke 18:1 

The sad conditions that prevail 
throughout the world and the longed- 
for peace and victory that we keenly 
anticipate should drive us to our 
knees, where in sackcloth and ashes 
we should wait upon our great God, 
who holds the reins of the universe 
within His hands, until victory comes. 
Abraham Lincoln said once, “I have 
been driven many times to my knees 
by the overwhelming conviction that 
I had nowhere else to go. My own 
wisdom, and that of all about me 
seemingly is insufficient for that 
day.” These words of Abraham Lin- 
coln, the greatest man of his day, 
should be a lesson to us today. He felt 
the necessity of going to his knees in 
prayer because of his insufficiency. 
How much more should we feel the 
need of going on our knees and 
calling upon the great God who gave 
victory to Abraham Lincoln! The 
same God can give us victory today 
and send us an old-time revival that 
will bring an overwhelming victory 
to our souls—to our boys, to our girls, 
and to our churches—that will bring 
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victory to our armed forces and that 
will cause this onslaught to cease so 
that our boys can return home. Just 
the thoughts of peace and the victory 
that God can give should make us 
happy. 

The Result of Prayer 


I feel that if we are to have those 
things, we must call upon God in 
prayer. It is only our prayer that can 
and will approach the throne of God 
through Jesus Christ. It was once 
said by Thomas Guthrie, “Prayer 
flies where the eagles never flew.” 
The testimonies of Mr. Rickenbacker 
and his men are still echoing around 
the world, of how when they’ had 
been on the ocean for three weeks 
or better and there was no hope in 
sight, they read the Bible and prayed, 
and God sent a sea gull to light on 
Mr. Rickenbacker’s head for food. 
This was, indeed, nothing short of a 
miracle. 


You remember that once it was said 
by Queen Elizabeth that she feared 
the prayers of John Knox more than 
the mighty armies. Yea, God has 
proved Himself down through the 
ages to be a prayer-answering Al- 


. mighty, changing the minds of great 


men, altering laws, delivering through 
prayer His people from the lions’ den 
and the fiery furnace. It was once 
said by J. A. Wallace, “Prayer moves 
the hand which moves the world.” It 
is only prayer that can move this 
mighty hand, but our blessed Lord 
said, “If ye shall ask anything in my 
name, I will do it.” 


Think about the scope of this 
prayer! The persons addressed are 
ye, or Christ’s followers. The scope of 
the promise—ask anything. The con- 
dition—in my name. The pledge—I 
will do it. Even the thought of prayer 
should make us happy and rejoice to 
know that our Lord has promised to 
help us in time of need and that He 
would never leave us nor forsake us 
(Hebrews 13:5). If at any time we 
have ever needed His help, we need it 
today. 

I remember once when the armies 
of the living God had been defied by 
the enemy, the armies of the enemy 
were encamped near by and had 
challenged the army of the living God 
by an uncircumcised Philistine. But 
suddenly where did the victory come 
from! It came through a youth! There 
was a youth that had accepted the 
challenge and went out to meet the 
champion. In the name of the Lord 
he went with his faith in that hand 
that was sufficient and well able to 
guide his weak but trembling hand. 
God gave the victory through this 
youth, and God today can give the 
victory through our young people. 


The Scope 

Therefore, we are calling on you 
in your churches and in your homes 
to make every night and every day 
possible a day of prayer. Let it be 
on our hearts throughout this week: 
“Oh, Lord, send us an old-time re- 
vival. Lord, bring us peace so that 
the lights can come on all over the 
world again and bloodshed will cease 
and mothers’ boys can return home, 
and the name of our Lord can be pro- 
claimed throughout the world.” 


Not Fine Words 

Remember it is not the fine words 
that touch the heart of God but it is 
the prayer that is prayed from the 
depths of the soul in sincerity. God 
knows and understands, and He 
knows how to put our words together. 
He knows our need before we go to 
Him, but it is His delight for us to 
humble ourselves and call upon Him, 
and He will hear and answer from 
heaven. 

Prayer is the wish of the heart. I 
read of the story that is told of a 
little shepherd boy who was obligat- 
ed to keep watch over the sheep and 
so could not go to church, but in his 
heart there grew a longing to pray 
to God, as the people were doing in 
church. He had, however, never been

Huge Statue of Christ 

The Rotary Club of Teguciglpa, 
Honduras, has decided to undertake 
the erection of a huge monument <o 
Christ. The purpose is to show the 
piety of the Honduran people. “A 
truncated pyramid, six meters in 
height, will form the pedestal for the 
monument, and a chapel will be erect- 
ed inside the base.” On the frontal 
faces will appear the following texts: 
On the north, the Credo; south, the 
Paster Noster; east, the Ten Com- 
mandments; and west, the Beati- 
tudes. “Seventeen columns, ten met- 
ers in height, will rise from the pyra- 
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mid, representing the seventeen de- 
partments of Honduras. A twenty- 
meter image of Christ, with right 
hand extended toward the City, sig- 
nifying a benediction, will also be 
placed on the pedestal.

Governor Stassen Said 


“Make religion more vital.” Yes, 
these are the words of the youthfui 
governor of Minnesota, uttered be- 
fore the 475 representatives of the 
forty-two denominations of the In- 
ternational Council of Religious Edu- 
cation assembled at Chicago. Indeed 
if religion is not made “vital” it can- 
not become the active, transforming 
force that God intended and that a 
nation steeped in divers sins needs 
today. Governor Stassen said educa- 
tion must make “religion vital to all” 
by “actively interpreting the basic 
concepts of our religion into the so- 
cial, economic, political and interna- 
tional problems of our times, on per- 
sonal, community, national and world- 
wide levels.”

A Vital Question 


Dr. Timothy Lew, professor of 
psychology and religious education in 
Yenghing University, Peiping, China, 
in pleading for America to give China 
10% of lend-lease materials to pre- 
vent the collapse of China, said, “An 
army of 10,000,000 Chinese will be 
forced to fight against the United 
Nations unless this aid is given.” 
China has many religious leaders to- 
day, and a mere 2,500,000 Christians. 
However, with Christian leaders such 
as Chiang-Kai-Shek and his noted 
American-educated wife, who are 
deeply spiritual, China has the great- 
est opportunity for religious advance- 
ment and mission work in many dec- 
ades, if it has ever had greater. If, on 
the other hand, China is finally sub- 
dued by Japan, this golden oppor- 
tunity may be lost forever. Bondage 
by the Japanese and loss of faith in 
American Christian institutions would 
indeed be a calamity of the first 
magnitude.

Washington’s Prayer 

After his first inauguration as 
President, George Washington attend- 
ed St. Paul’s Chapel, New York, 
where he made this prayer: 

“Almighty God, we make our ear- 
nest prayer that Thou wilt keep the 
United States in Thy holy protection; 
that Thou wilt incline the hearts of 
the citizens to cultivate a spirit of 
subordination and obedience to gov- 
ernment; to entertain a brotherly af- 


fection and love for one another and 
for their fellow citizens of the United 
States at large. 

“And finally, that Thou wilt most 
graciously be pleased to dispose us all 
to do justice, to love mercy, and to 
demean ourselves with that charity, 
humility and pacific temper of mind, 
which were the characteristics of the 
Divine Author of our blessed religion, 
and without an humble imitation of 
whose example in these things we can 
never hope to be a happy nation. 

“Grant our supplication, we be- 
seech Thee, through Jesus Christ, our 
Lord. Amen.”

Grass-Eating Experiment 


MAGNOLIA, Ark. (RNS) — Fifty 
conscientious objectors at Civilian 
Public Service Camp No. 7 here will 
eat grass for the next six months in 
a series of tests to determine the food 
value and health properties of the 
humble herb. 

According to Dr. Charles F. Schna- 
bel of Kansas City, who is sponsoring 
the experiment, grass tips have 
“every known vitamin and mineral in 
probably the most concentrated and 
best balanced combination of any 
food in the world.” 

The C. O.’s have been divided into 
three groups for the experiment. One 
group will eat no grass tips, the sec- 
ond will get a compromise diet, and 
the third will substitute grass for 
fruits and vegetables. Medical tests 
will be made of each man before and 
after the six-month period.

Juvenile Delinquency 

One point of emphasis in the crime 
report ...is that crimes among chil- 
dren are on the increase. Recently in 
Chicago an official of the Chicago Rec- 
reation Commission called attention 
to a recently completed survey of 23,- 
000 boys and girls between the ages of 
10 and 17, and noted the fact that ju- 
venile delinquency in the Chicago 
area had increased 9% since Pearl 
Harbor. 

At a recent meeting in Ogden, 
Utah, a Regional Director of the Girl 
Scouts stated that that community 
was “greatly in need of adult leaders 
to guide and train youth to curb the 
rising percentage of delinquency.” 

Neither of the above leaders rec- 
ognized in any way the effect of th 
liquor traffic on juvenile delinquency, 
an effect which has been noted and 
emphasized annually by Chicago’s 
Juvenile Protective Association which, 
in its last report, said: “Cases of 
juvenile delinquency and of minors 
engaged in crime in connection with 
the sale and use of liquor were more 
numerous during the past year 
(1941) than in any previous year.”— 
National Prohibition. 





When we give our all to Christ it 
is very small. 
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Current Events in the Light of 


N OUR last article we dealt with 
the destruction of Jerusalem and 
its restoration and with Hosea’s 
prophecy. It is our purpose to show, 
in this article, where we are located 
in the light of 
the Scriptures, so 
let us turn to St. 
: Matthew, chapter 
Ee twenty-four. 

Matt. 24:3, “And 
as he sat upon 
the mount of 
Olives, the dis- 
ciples came un- 
to him privately, 
saying, (note 
three questions) 
(1) Tell us, when 
shall these things 
be? (2) and what shall be the sign 
of thy coming, (3) and of the end of 
the world?” 

We wish to study these three ques- 
tions briefly. The first, “When shall 
these things be?” This question was 
asked relative to the destruction of 
their city, Jerusalem, because Jesus 
said, “There shall not be left here one 
stone upon another, that shall not be 
thrown down.” This was fulfilled in 
the days of Titus when he besieged 
Jerusalem, and it was demolished. 
Second, “What shall be the sign of 
thy coming?” There are those who 
place this entire twenty-fourth chap- 
ter of Matthew in the tribulation 
period. I do not wish to take issue 
with them, but the present world con- 
dition and events surely are pictured 
in this chapter and if it is to be ful- 
filled in the tribulation, then we are 
nearer than ever to the soon cominz 
of our blessed Lord. Suppose we bear 
this in mind, that this is to take place, 
in its entirety, in the tribulation, and 
be ready, for the “COMING OF THE 
LORD DRAWETH NIGH!” Current 
events in the light of prophecy show 
this. 

“What shall be the sign of thy com- 
ing?” “Take heed that no man de- 
ceive you.” Verse 5, “For many shail 
come in my name, saying, I am 
Christ; and shall deceive many.” 
Chresh-ne-merti of India was sent to 
London A. D. 1911, to be educated as 
the Christ. He is the head of the 
“Star of the East, the Theosophy 
Church.” This word “theosophy” 
means’ “direct knowledge of God.” 
This man had twelve apostles, some 
of which were fallen bishops, put out 
because of low and lewd sins. One of 
his apostles is a woman, Mrs. Anna 
Beason. This Chresh-ne-merti came 
to California in 1917 and on a plat- 
form dimly lighted, he appeared be- 
fore thirty-five thousand people as 
the Messiah. Of recent years a man 
of the David Tabernacle in Denver

claimed to be the Messiah. Recently 
aman in Palestine claimed to be the 
Christ and demanded the worship of 
the entire country. On July 15, 1926, 
the French Mosque was dedicated in 
Paris. In the presence of the presi- 
dent of France, the British ambassa- 
dor and the sultan of Morocco, a man 
by the name of Mirza Eaulam claimed 
to be the promised Messiah whose 
advent had been told in the Bible and 
certain Islamitic books. The so-called 
“Father Divine,” it is said, has a 
following of over three million, who 
believe he is not only Christ but God. 
He has four hundred “heavens” in 
the United States and many in for- 
eign countries. While I was in Barba- 
dos I went to one of his “heavens,” 
read his literature, talked with his 
angels. A few days later I returned 
and his “heaven” had caught afire 
and burned down. I never found out 
if his angels had their wings singed 
or not. The heaven of our Christ is 
different. Amen. Goebbels and Von 
Ribbentrop of Germany said, accord- 
ing to magazine “Look,” that “Hitler 
was the Jesus Christ of Germany, 
and even more, He is the Holy 
Ghost.” Surely this ought to be 
enough to convince any one that this 
is being fulfilled and moreso every 
day. 

Let us look at this verse from an- 
other angle. “Many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am Christ.” Look at 
the many false religions in the world 
that say Jesus is the Christ, and 
thereby deceive many, because their 
teachings and doctrines are unscrip- 
tural, and because they have let the 
world in the church until its spiri- 
tual power is paralyzed, yet they say, 
“He is the Christ.” They never have 
a convert. (How long has it been 
since your church had a convert?) 
No one ever prays through and the 
social life has taken full place of the 
spiritual life. Billy Sunday said, “The 
sooner the Lord kills such a church 
and sends it to hell, the better off 
the community will be.” At least peo- 
ple will not hide under the guise of a 
fake religion. The fraternal order 
that requires one to place his hand 
on the Holy Bible and swear to keep 
the oaths of the order, and that in 
secret, confess that Jesus is the 
Christ, yet in them you'll find the 
card game, gambling, and tobacco 
smoke so thick it can nearly be cut 
with a knife. Still they say, “Here is 


Christ.” 

Jesus said, “And _ shall deceive 
many.” My God, have mercy on this 
deceived world, a world that does not 
know a real Christ, dying without 
Him. Brother Minister, do we have 
the birth pangs surging our lives to 
see men and women born of God? 
What does our ministry consist of? 
Is it just for a job, a living, the tithes 
we can get? or do we have a real soul 
burden? Our work determines our ac- 
complishment. Often we take the 
position that, tomorrow we’ll do bet- 
ter. Remember the adage, “When one 
boasts of what he shall do tomorrow, 
ask him what he did yesterday.” 


Verse 6, “And ye shall hear of wars 
and rumors of wars: see that ye be 
not troubled: for all these things 
MUST come to PASS, but the END is 
not yet.” World War No. 1 involved 
twenty-eight of the greatest nations 
on earth, marshalled the forces of 
forty million men, and for four long 
years they were grappling at each 
other’s throat with hot lead, shrap- 
nel and deadly gases. The results of 
this struggle were: 10,000,000 men died 
on the fields of Flanders, 10,000,009 
died from gases and wounds, and 12,- 
000,000 died of the influenza, 32,000,- 
000 in all. This is, or will be, small as 
compared to the present conflict. Can 
we understand this? Surely the Lord 
is coming and the pendulum of the 
clock of prophecy is fast bringing us 
to the midnight hour. Today peace is 
gone and war is everywhere. See 1 
Thess. 5:1-5, “But of the times and 
seasons, brethren, ye have no need 
that I write unto you.” In other words, 
“T do not have to write this to you.” 
“For yourselves know PERFECTLY 
that the day of the LORD so cometh 
as a thief in the night.” Jesus will 
come as a thief to steal from this 
world His saints. Glory! Glory! The 
thief comes to steal the jewels. Mala- 
chi said, “These shall be mine in the 
day that I make up my jewels.” The 
thief comes to get the pearls precious. 
We, His saints, are the “pearl of great 
price.” Jesus bought the field with 
the pearl in it. The field, the world, 
and the pearl, the Church. We, the 
Church, did not buy Him; He bought 
us with His blood. See Acts 20:28. So 
Jesus will come for His blood-bought 
saints. He’ll come in the night, as a 
thief, and get His pearl. We are the 
light of the world and Jesus will take 
the light out and then the awful dark- 
ness of the tribulation will set in. We 
are the salt of the earth and He’ll get 
the salt and then this world will have 
no preservation but will become rot- 
ten as never before. ALAS, OLD 
WORLD, WHEN THE LIGHT IS 
GONE, HOW DARK YOU WILL BE!

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N the previous article we began the 

argument that God has from all 
eternity foreknown and foreseen all 
things. We tried to show that in order 
for God to have predestinated some 
things He would have had to fore- 
know all things. Were such not the 
case there would be nothing certain 
about predeterminism, thus predesti- 
nation would no longer be predestina- 
tion. 

That which has been predetermined 
is certainly not for the sake of itself. 
It is for the interest and in behalf of 
the “indetermined” or that which 
God has left to the operation of free 
will. Yet, God had to foreknow the 
action of the free will or He could not 
have predetermined that certain con- 
sequences would follow which the Bi- 
ble declares are sure to be. Otherwise, 
the fulfillment of God’s predictions 
are dependent upon either the “law 
of chance” or the “compulsion of free 
will.” The former would make it pos- 
sible for God to lie, while the latter 
would teach that God forces the free 
will of man. Both are contrary to 
the Word of God (Heb. 6:18; 2 Pet. 
3:9). 

THE SCRIPTURES 

There is no possible opportunity for 
dispute over the fact that God has 
foreknowledge (Acts 2:23; Gal. 3:8). 
You may be wondering, however, why 
I am spending a great deal of time 
on the foreknowledge of God when I 
am supposed to be writing about pre- 
destination. Well, I shall repeat what 
I have been suggesting in my previous 
articles: There is a very distinctive 
difference between foreknowledge and 
predestination; yet God’s plan of 
predestination is based upon God’s 
foreknowledge of all things without 
such foreknowledge, itself, being the 
act of predestinating. If you can sep- 
arate the ideas of foreknowledge, 
predestination, and free will, it should 
require but little effort to understand 
their relationship. 

Let’s refer one more time to Rom. 
8:29 for the purpose of stressing it in 
a little different manner. “For whom 
he did foreknow, he also did predesti- 
nate to be conformed to the image 
of his Son.” This verse infers that 
some people are going to be con- 
formed to the image of God’s Son. 
How do we know this? Simply because 
the above verse states that God has 
predestinated it. It is no wonder that 
John wrote, “When he shall appear 
we shall be like him for we shall see 
him as he is,” 1 John 3:2. So it is evi- 
dent that nothing is going to stop 
the coming of Christ, and the con- 
formation of saints to His likeness. 


But we must admit that we believe 
in the acceptance of personal salva- 
tion by the personal will, free and 
separate of any force or compulsion 
from God. Now you can’t afford to 
say that God would have forced some 
to accept the plan of salvation in or- 
der to bring about the “conforma- 
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tion” in case it should have happened 
that no one would have desired salva- 
tion. But now I hear you saying, “God 
knew there would be some to accept 
salvation.” Exactly, brother, that’s 
just the thing I have been wanting 
to hear you say. If God knew there 
would be some to accept salvation, 
then is not that foreknowledge with- 
in itself? 

The question that must be answered 
at this point has to do with the part 
that foreknowledge plays in predes- 
tination. We find that answer in the 
same verse, Rom. 8:29, “For whom he 
did FOREKNOW, he also did predes- 
tinate to be conformed to the image 
of his Son.” All right, whom did He 
predestinate but those whom He fore- 
knew? Had God not foreknown those 
who would obtain salvation, He would 
never have predestinated them to be 
conformed to the likeness of His Son. 


"Do you not see that the foreknowl- 


edge of God is the basis on which He 
has predestinated the fact of a resur- 
rection? Yet it is also clear that fore- 
knowledge is distinctly different from 
predestination because of the word 
“also,” as well as for other reasons. 
“For whom he did foreknow, he ALSO 
did predestinate.” The word “also” 
means “in addition to.” Therefore, we 
must agree that “foreknowledge” and 
“predestination” are two different 
things. 

Thus we understand that the things 
predestinated are so done on the basis 
of God’s foreknowledge, with neither 
one of the two exerting an influence 
over free will. Consequently we con- 
clude that each of the three is sepa- 
rate and distinct from the others, witn 
some things predestinated, others left 
to free will, but all things foreknown. 

DEDUCTION 

We began by showing that God does 
for a fact have foreknowledge. Now 
we have shown that God not only has 
foreknowledge but that by this attri- 
bute He foreknows all persons who 
shall be conformed to the image of 
His Son. To prove this one must only 
resort to deduction from known facts. 

Is not each child of God to be con- 
formed to the image of the Son in- 
dividually? All right, if the “confor- 
mation” is to take place individually, 
then the “predestination” thereof is 
also determined individually. Since 
the “predestination” is based upon 
God’s “foreknowledge” we must con- 
clude that God foreknows them indi- 
vidually. In view of what seems to 
be consistent reasoning, I must be- 
lieve that God foreknows who His 
children will be. 

By this process of reasoning we 
may extend our deductions still 


farther. If God foreknows all who are 
going to be saved, then I see no rea- 
son why He should not also foreknow 
all who are going to be lost. The lost 
would simply comprise that group 
which is not saved. 

Yes, I know what you are wanting 
to say so I will say it for you. You are 
anxious to explain to me that my 
above argument will not hold true un- 
less God foreknows the total of both 
the saved and lost together. Well, 
what’s to keep Him from knowing the 
total? Did the Lord not say, “Enter 
ye in at the strait gate: for wide is 
the gate, and broad is the way, that 
leadeth to destruction, and MANY 
there be which go in thereat. Because 
strait is the gate, and narrow is 
the way, which leadeth unto life, and 
FEW there be that find it’? The 
words “many” and “few” can be used 
only in terms of the whole. How can 
you figure a majority without some 
idea of the total number? 

Since it is quite evident that God 
foreknows so many things, it leads me 
to believe more strongly than ever 
that He foreknows all things. Defi- 
nite proof of this fact is furnished us 
from the fields of theology and philos- 
ophy from which the rest of this ar- 
ticle will be drawn. 

; UNITY 

The Christian religion is rooted and 
grounded in a monotheistic God. The 
true God is one God. There can be 
but one self-existent Being. If there 
be more than one God there is no 
God at all. The Bible says there is 
only one God (1 Tim. 2:5). Even the 
devil knows there is one God (James 
2:19). 

Not only is there one God but the 
Bible says that God is ONE. (I still 
believe in the Trinity, so don’t any 
of you be wondering if I have back- 
slid.) The Scriptures emphatically de- 
clare that God is ONE (Gal. 3:20; 1 
John 5:7). If you don’t believe this, 
I might be wondering if you are the 
one who has backslid. 

The word “one” means “unit, unity, 
undivided.” When the Bible says that! 
God is one it simply means that He 
is UNITY. God is unlimited; He is ab- 
solute in all that He is. That is, God 
is ABSOLUTE UNITY, thus He denies 
the idea of divisibility. If God were 
divided in any sense He could not be 
God. 


In spite of God’s attribute of unity 
some people insist on dividing Him. 
They admit that God has foreknowl- 
edge and at the same time they argue 
that His foreknowledge is exclusive 
of some things. Well, isn’t it strange 
WHEN THE SALT IS GONE, HOW

that we know so much about what 
God does not know at all? Do you 
realize that to divide the foreknowl- 
edge of God is to divide what God is, 
and that any divisibility of God re- 
jects the idea of absolute unity? The 
absolute unity must have absolute 
foreknowledge. 
ABSOLUTENESS 

The Christian God is necessarily 
unlimited and unconditioned. That is, 
God in all characteristics and in ev- 
ery personal attribute is free from 
any restriction. God must be in all 
that He is uneffected and uncondi- 
tioned by limitation. This is what we 
mean when we refer to the “absolute- 
ness” of God. 

The Bible proves without doubt 
that God is capable of foreknowing 
future events. If God is “foreknowl- 
edge,” then we must conclude that 
He is “absolute foreknowledge.” It is 
quite strange how some people insist 
that God has foreknowledge and at 
the same time claim that this attri- 
bute is limited. The only way to avoid 
self-contradiction is to admit that 
God is absolute in foreknowledge. 

IMMUTABILITY 

Due to the unchangeable nature 
of God we are compelled to admit 
the fact of His “absolute foreknowl- 
edge.” If God does not know all things 
before they happen, but He does know 
them when they happen, then God is 
PROGRESSIVE in the acquirement of 
knowledge; that is, God learns in the 
expiration of TIME. According to this 
idea the entire Christian system is a 
farce. First, God would be limited to 
time, therefore He could not be eter- 
nal. To say that God is not eternal is 
to say that there was once a time 
when God did not exist and such a 
time will be again. All things not 
eternal have both beginning and end. 
Second, God would be progressive, 
therefore He could not be immutable. 
Progression implies change because 
there can be no progress without 
change. Since God cannot change 
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(Mal. 3:6; Heb. 6:17), He cannot be 
progressive; therefore, God does not 
acquire knowledge but He knows now 
all He is to know. God is absolute im- 
mutability. 

ETERNITY 


Now we shall say a few words about 
God in respect to His existence. Chris- 
tians do not argue this point, how- 
ever, and I am not mentioning it for 
that reason. It is this particular fact 
that lends itself to the support of 
what I do want to say. 

God is admitted to be absolute in 
His existence. He is absolutely eternal 
and such an attribute must be true 
to His entire Being. God in all that He 
is must be eternal. If God is love He 
is eternal love; likewise, if God has 
foreknowledge He has eternal fore- 
knowledge. What God is He always 
has been and He always will be. The 
substantiation of this fact allows me 
to believe that God has from all eter- 
nity foreknown and _ foreseen all 
things. 

GENESIS 6:6 

The argument of those who do not 
believe in the absolute foreknowledge 
of God gives much stress on Genesis 
6:6. For this reason I must donate 
some space to its significance. “And 
it repented the Lord that he had 
made man on the earth, and it 
grieved him at his heart.” From the 
“jdea” that God “repented” they con- 
clude that He did not foreknow the 
sinfulness of man. 

All right. the first thing I shall do 
is force my ovvonent to modify the 
word “renented.” To do this I quote 
1 Sam. 15:29, “And also the strength 
of Israel (God) will not lie nor re- 
nent: for he is not a man that he 
should repent.” That some explana- 
tion is needed is too avvarent for 
argument. But the beautiful part of 
the matter is that when you offer 
an exvlanation it proves the absolute 
foreknowledge of God. Let’s see. 

In 1 Sam. 15:29 the mistakes of 
man are in ouestion. Man revents on 
account of his errors. his sins. his 
mistakes. but God does not. Man 
makes blunders and is therefore re- 
ouired of God to revent. But here’s 
the auestion: Whv does man make 
blunders and mistakes? Because he 
does not have foreknowledge. If man 
had foreknowledge he could avoid 
those things which bring about re- 
morse of conscience. But why is God 
Because He 
has absolute foreknowledae. of course. 
God’s foreknowledge enables Him to 
escape the commitment of blunders 
and He therefore does not have oc- 
casion to repent as man does. 

Since God cannot make mistakes 
we must understand that the word 
“repented” in Gen. 6:6 bears a dif- 
ferent usage. The pretext describes 


the sinfulness of man, and then be- 
gins the sixth verse: And IT repent- 
ed the Lord ...” The subject of the 
verb “repented” is the word “it.” The 
word “it” refers to the pretext, “man’s 
sinfulness.” The word “Lord” is 
the object of the verb “repented,” 
therefore the Lord is only the object 
of that repentance. In other words, 
this “repentance” was simply an ef- 
fect which something had upon the 
Lord. This effect is described in the 
Same verse: “. .. and it grieved him 
at his heart.” Don’t you see that when 
you say, “God repented that he made 
man,” you are not quoting scripture? 
The actual meaning is different from 
the way it is usually quoted. God was 
made sorry that man, who was cre- 
ated for His glory, had gone into ex- 
treme iniquity and sin. Man had 
grieved the heart of God; he had 
“effected” the Lord by his miscon- 
duct. At the very least, you must 
agree that God was not grieved on 
account of His lack of foreknowledge, 
otherwise you would be insisting that 
God grieves because things happen 
which He did not contemplate. Inci- 
dents of this nature imply blunder 
and error on the part of God who is 
known to grieve over His shortcom- 
ings. The only way to avoid inconsis- 
tent reasoning and self-contradiction 
is to interpret scripture in the light 
of what it is talking about and to ad- 
mit the absolute foreknowledge of 
God. 


ORIGINAL LANGUAGES 


But, preacher, did you know that 
the same Hebrew word for “repent” 
is used in both Gen. 6:6 and 1 Sam. 
15:29? Well, that is your problem, not 
mine. There is but little that original 
words can do in many cases, and this 
is one of those cases. For example, 
the word “perish” may be speaking in 
one instance about “physical death” 
(Matt. 8:25), in another about “ma- 
terial deterioration” (Matt. 9:17), in 
another about “spiritual death” (Matt. 
18:12-14), and in still another about 
“eternal punishment” (Luke 13:3); 
yet, the same original word is used 
in each instance. These scriptures, 
like those of Gen. 6:6 and 1 Sam 15: 
29, must be interpreted in the light 
of “usage” and not in the root struc- 
ture of the key words. Your knowl- 
edge of Hebrew and Greek does not 
help you to argue against the absolute 
foreknowledge of God. 

NEXT ISSUE 


The next article on these topics 
(foreknowledge, predestination, free- 
will) will involve a discussion of 
Rom. 9:11-13, 16, which cannot be ex- 
plained except on the basis of God’s 
foreknowledge of all things. If you 
erect an explanation on any other 
foundation, it will not harmonize 
scripture and the “hard-shell” will 
give you a little more trouble than 
you actually desire. How would you 
explain the ninth chapter of Romans?

She Cent and the Altar 


i pitched a tent for his 
body and builded an altar for 
his soul. The tent was necessary but 
it was not ENOUGH. He was con- 
scious of a deeper need, the need of 
the “inner man,” which only the altar 
could satisfy. Here then, we have a 
vivid and complete picture of man 
with his twofold need. 

There is a vast difference between 
our times and Abraham’s time, and, 
indeed, between ourselves and Abra- 
ham. But the fundamental need of 
man, physically and spiritually, re- 
mains the same throughout the cen- 
turies. This need, regardless of 
changing customs and circumstances, 
NEVER CHANGES. Since we are more 
than just a mere physical organism, 
we need the altar as well as the tent. 
Abraham had his tent and all the 
comforts of the tent life but that was 
not enough. His soul cried out for 
something more and could not be sat- 
isfied “with bread alone.” A rabbit is 
satisfied with its burrow; a bird with 
its nest, and the dog with its kennel, 
but man has aspirations and desires 
which go far BEYOND ANYTHING 
THAT IS FOUND IN THE ANIMAL 
KINGDOM. It is this wonderful 
“EXTRA” in our nature which places 
us in our unique and pre-eminent 
position. 

SPIRITUAL DESIRE 

Of all living things created, MAN 
ALONE BUILDS AN ALTAR UNTO 
THE LORD OF HEAVEN. It is impos- 
sible to give a full account of man 
if we fail to take notice of this AL- 
TAR-BUILDING URGE IN HIS NA- 
TURE. If we ignore that part of our 
nature which builds altars, erects 
churches; which goes out beyond the 
boundaries of the material world; 
which prays and worships and 
dreams of a future life; which can- 
not live on bread alone or be satis- 
fied with a house or palace made 
with hands; if we omit all that from 
our view of man, we are only studying 
a human skeleton and not a complete 
man. 

If we fail to realize that man is 
essentially a spirit and only acci- 
dentally a body, we shall make a tre- 
mendous mistake. This spirit of man 
cries out for something more than 
good laws and higher wages; some- 
thing more than good health and 
fresh air; something more than ap- 
petizing foods and _ fashionable 
clothes. The great cry of the human 


heart is for a HEAVENLY FATHER, . 


FOR A SAVIOR, FOR SOUL PEACE, 
FOR ETERNITY. Any program, be it 
religious or otherwise, which does not 
answer man’s cry for the eternal can 
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Text: Genesis 12:8, “And he re- 
moved from thence unto a mountain 
on the east of Bethel, and pitched his 
tent, having Bethel on the west and 
Hai on the east: and there he build- 
ed an altar unto the Lord and called 
upon the name of the Lord.” 
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never satisfy. 
MATERIALISTS HUNGRY 

No materialism can explain this 
mysterious “PLUS” in our nature, 
THIS YEARNING FOR THE ETER- 
NAL as well as for the temporal, for 
an altar as well as a tent. The at- 
tempts of the infidel, atheist and ag- 
nostic to explain it away, seem at 
times to be only pathetic cries for the 
light. Their blatant denials are only 
surface deep, for in the deep recesses 
of their souls they know that. they 
are greater than their dusty creeds. 
Anyone who neglects the capacity to 
know and worship God, reduces him- 
self far below the true status of a 
human being. In that position we can 
NEVER BE CONTENT; WE CAN 
NEVER HAVE PEACE, and can never 
be free from the fear of death. In that 
position we are haunted by the per- 
sistent feeling that we are not what 
we should be. There is a feeling of 
uncertainty at the very basis of our 
lives. As Augustine said, “THOU 
HAST MADE US FOR THYSELF, AND 
OUR HEARTS ARE RESTLESS UN- 
TIL THEY REST IN THEE.” 

The swine were satisfied with the 
husk in the far country, but the prod- 
igal longed for his father. Abraham’s 
cattle ate the juicy grass and drank 
the sweet waters of Samaria and were 
satisfied, but Abraham cried for the 
living waters of God’s grace. Yes, my 
reader friend, you need an altar in 
your home for your soul; you need an 
altar in your business and in your 
church. That precious inner man 
needs fellowship with God. If you 
have a tent and no altar, you are 
starving the highest part of your na- 
ture. I beg you to take God now for 
your partner. 

Amidst the swirling floods of our 
time is there not a cry for something 
more permanent than an earthly 
home for the body? Do we not necd 
a home for our soul which is above 
the noise, strife, uncertainties and 
darkness of this earthly atmosphere? 
Do we not need an inner peace and 
consciousness that we are not alone? 
And is not Jesus who is the Bright 
and Morning Star, THE FAIREST OF 
TEN THOUSAND, THE LILY OF THE 
VALE, THE LIGHT OF THE WORLD, 


a full and sufficient answer to that 
need? PRAISE GOD, HE IS SUFFI- 
CIENT! HALLELUJAH! Cast all your 
care upon Him for “HE CARETH FOR 
YOU.” 
WE CAN FIND 

Our souls can find in God, here 
and now, today, a shelter in the time 
of storm and an eternal home. If we 
have an altar in our soul unto the 
Lord Jesus, we can find Him in the 
loneliest experiences of life and in 
the loneliest places on earth. YEA, 
WE CANNOT BE WHERE HE IS NOT. 
He came to John the revelator on the 
lonely, seagird Isle of Patmos and 
turned his night into day and caused 
the shadows to flee. He walked in the 
fiery furnace with the three Hebrew 
children and gave them glorious vic- 
tory. He spent the night with Daniei 
in the den of lions and brought him 
forth unhurt. He walked the Em- 
maus road and lifted the burden of 
doubt and sorrow from the tired 
shoulders of the two disciples. He mei 
blind Bartimaeus on the dusty Jeri- 
cho road and opened his blind eyes, 
put hope in his soul and joy in his 
heart. Praise God, He is just the same 
today, the VERY SAME. He is still 
turning the desert into a paradise, and 
mourning into song. Yes, praise the 
Lord, when we have an altar, as well 
as a tent, this Victor of the Easter 
anthem and Babe of the Christmas 
carol, will come and walk and talk 
with us and lead us by the still waters 
and cause us to lie down in green 
pastures. 

ADDED CERTAINTY 

Another certainty is, that the tent 
life always gains in happiness when 
the altar life is cultivated. When we 
worship God and have the knowledge 
that Jesus is our personal Redeemer, 
then WE KNOW that we are saved 
from making life into a succession of 
trivial, useless days, saved from the 
bondage of sin, and finally from an 
eternity in hell. Without an altar man 
has nothing but his tent and a mere 
handful of days, before both he and 
his tent are flung out into oblivion. 
Oh, may we remember, that JESUS 
CHRIST IS THE SURE FOUNDA- 
TION! “ALL OTHER GROUND IS 
SINKING SAND.” Reader, if you do 
not know Jesus as your very own Sav- 
ior, look to Him just now and tell Him 
everything and He will save you. 
Then you, too, can sing that grand 
old hymn, “MY HOPE IS BUILT ON 
NOTHING LESS THAN JESUS’ 
BLOOD AND RIGHTEOUSNESS.” 

Our temporal life is made more 
certain when we honor God and call 
upon His name. Jesus said, “Seek ye 
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first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness, and all these things 
will be added unto you.” We should 
note that the things which are added 
are the blessings of our tent life— 
food, clothing, and drink. True, mil- 
lions have been deprived of these 
blessings throughout the centuries by 
the greed, selfishness, cruelty and 
stupidity of men. Who were these 
men? Who are these men today? Are 
they not men who have refused to 
build an altar unto God and who 
have bowed before the unholy shrine 
of mammon? 
AN EXAMPLE 

When we look at Europe, that con- 
tinent which has so often been 
drenched in blood and covered with 
graves, and ask who did these hellish 
things, the answer of history is plain. 
They were men and they are men 
who have turned their backs on God 
and stretched out their arms and em- 
braced the filthy and corrupt doc- 
trines of MARS: MEN WHO ARE 
BOWING daily at the altars of 
MOLOCK, the god of lust and licen- 
tiousness. Since man is fundamentai- 
ly a religious being he must worship 
something. If he rejects the true God 
he must have a “golden calf.” If he 
refuses the light from heaven. he 
seeks for wisdom from a “witch of 
Endor.” When men refuse to build 
an altar unto the true and living 
God, they will be found worshiping 
quarter gods and half gods; gods 
which drive their worshippers to com- 
mit every abominable thing in the 
catalog of sin. How descriptive are 
the words of the Apostle Paul: “And 
even as they did not like to retain 
God in their knowledge, God gave 
them over to a reprobate mind, to do 
those things which are not con- 
venient; Being filled with all unright- 
eousness, fornication, wickedness, cov- 
etousness, maliciousness, full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, malignity, 
whisperers, backbiters, haters of 
God, despiteful, proud, inventors of 
evil things, disobedient to parents, 
without understanding, Who knowing 
the judgment of God, that they which 
commit such things are worthy of 
death, not only do the same, but have 
pleasure in them that do them,” Rom- 
ans 1:28-32. May God help us to see 
that the cause of this present bloody 
carnage is because men and women 


have built altars to the wrong gods. 
May He help us to understand that 
the only thing which will save civili- 
zation is an OLD-FASHIONED, HOLY 
GHOST REVIVAL. May God stir the 
hearts of His ministers until they 
will lift up Jesus as never before, until 
thousands will turn from serving 
these strange gods to serve the true 
God of heaven. 
GREATER NEED 

The supreme need of the world is 
for men and women who have the 
truth of God in their minds, His grace 
in their hearts, and -the flame of 
freedom in their souls. Jesus is wait- 
ing with outstretched arms to receive 
all who will come. I know of no one 
who deserves like Jesus the homage 
of my soul and the surrender of my 
life. He came to give His life that we 
might have life more abundantly. Oh, 
that we may look to Calvary and again 
see the Lord of glory paying the pen- 
alty for our sins; yes, taking the pun- 
ishment that we sinners deserved. 
Hear Isaiah, “But he was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities.” See His hands! His 
feet! His brow! and His riven side! 
Listen to His heart-rending cry, “MY 
GOD, MY GOD, WHY HAST THOU 
FORSAKEN ME?” Can you fathom 
the depth of that cry? Just when 
Jesus needed the Father most, the 
Father forsook Him. WHY? WHY? 
WHY? Was it because the Son had 
committed some secret sin? No, a 
thousand times no! Why then? Be- 
cause Jesus was bearing in His body 
your sin and mine, and God the Fa- 
ther can do only one thing with sin 
and that is, JUDGE IT, regardless of 
where it is found. And here is the 
profound truth: God judged your sin 
and mine at Calvary and His Son 
bore the punishment.

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A NEW FIELD OPENED IN 
MEXICO

We have had a work opened in the 
Mayo Indian country in the southern 
part of the State of Sonora, Mexico, 
for some time, but the work has 
grown rather slowly until just re- 
cently. However, it is different now. 
Instead of the one church which we 
had in Navojoa, we have at least three 
churches or there may be four now, 
as they had planned to open another 
work in this territory. We have one 
church already built there and dedi- 
cated and are building another one 
at this time, and there is a great deal 
of interest being manifested. 

The Mayo Indians, unlike the war- 
ring Yaqui tribesmen to the north, 
are a peaceful-living class of people, 
easy to be reached with the gospel, 
yet we do not mind the hard places 
when we know we have God on our 
side, for if God be for us, who can 
be against us? This has been proven 
by the fact that we also have a strong 
mission work established among the 
war-like Yaquis. 

We were preaching in Navojoa re- 
cently on the subject of “The Water 
of Life” and there was so much in- 
terest being manifested that the 
Spirit of the Lord moved upon 
Brother Fernando A. Gonzalez and he 
began to speak with other tongues as 
the Spirit gave the utterance. At 
least one sentence was translated by 
a Mayo brother. As the message came 
forward in their dialect, I remember 
one sentence that sounded some- 
thing like this: “Baa ture ne maca” 
meaning, “Give me this good water.” 


THE CHURCH OF GOD GOES 
TO CUBA 
By J. H. INGRAM,

The writer first went to Cuba thirty 
years ago, while serving with the 
United States Naval Forces, serving 
for a time on board the then new 
battleship “Maine,” built to replace 
the one blown up in Havana, Cuba, 
at the time when the United States 
lined up on the side of Cuba in her 
war for independence. As a result of 
that war, Cuba was freed from the 
Spanish rule and became an inde- 
pendent republic. 

While it was a great privilege to 
visit Cuba again in the capacity of a 
soldier of the cross and with a view 
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to opening up the mission work in 
that field, we did not know what we 
would do, nor did we know anyone in 
Cuba personally, with the exception 
of one man in particular, in spite of 
the fact that Cuba has a population 
of over four million people. However, 
the Lord has shown us what to do 
and has directed us. After nearly 
three months on that field, we have 
been able to open a mission and mis- 
sionary training center in the City of 
Santiago de Cuba, and the individual 
mentioned heretofore as our only ac- 
quaintance, was Dr. Alberto A. Blanco, 
Santa Cruz, an ex-Catholic priest 
who has been gloriously sanctified 
and called to preach the gospel. He 
has not as yet received the fullness 
of the baptism of the Holy Ghost, but 
is praying for the blessing and has 
offered his services unreservedly to 
the Church of God and is cooperating 
one hundred per cent. At the present 
time, Dr. Blanco is serving as direc- 
tor of the Baptist school, known as 
Marti Institute. The Marti Institute 
is a $100,000 institution, but he has 
resigned, his resignation to take ef- 
fect as soon as it can be arranged 
for someone to take his place. Dr. 
Blanco’s wife is also resigning her 
position as a teacher in the city 
schools, to enter the gospel work with 
her husband. She also is well-quali- 
fied from a religious and educational 
standpoint, having a good experience 
in the Lord and also holding a doc- 
tor’s degree. 


We found it a little difficult to find 
a place to open up our mission cen- 
ter, due to the housing conditions 
brought on by the war situation, but 
we have been able to secure a place 
near the center of the city with a to- 
tal of twelve rooms and we have our 
missionaries, Brother and Sister Case, 
already engaged in the work there. 
We hope to have one more mission- 
ary couple on the field at an early 
date. 


Santiago de Cuba is a very histor- 
ical city and is situated very favor- 
ably from a geographical standpoint. 
Being near other mission centers we 
have in Haiti and Jamaica, it is locat- 
ed about six hundred miles southeast 
of Havana on the Caribbean Seacoast 
and is surrounded on two sides by 
high mountains where we have more 
than a million of the native Cubans, 
called Mambis, in this province alone, 
waiting for us to come and preach 
them the story of Jesus. We are told 
that one hundred missionaries could 
be placed there without one inter- 








fering with the work of the other and 
almost every false doctrine that can 
be imagined is being preached there, 
such as spiritualism and so forth. We 
have at least one antichrist, who 
claims to be Christ and has twelve 
apostles with him, deceiving a great 
many people, so you can see the need 
for mission work there. We ask you 
to pray. 

With the help of Dr. Blanco and 
Brother and Sister Case, we hope to 
be able to start training some native 
workers soon. 

We have received a welcome from 
all of the churches there and have 
been given the freedom of their pul- 
pits and have been getting free broad- 
casts over the radio. One station gave 
us one hour a day for a whole week 
free of cost, and there is good interest. 

You have possibly seen the report 
sent in by Brother and Sister Case. 
We have another letter stating that 
many people are coming to the serv- 
ices. They will find it hard for a time, 
owing to the language study and the 
fact that it is a hard field, but we 
believe this is the beginning of a real 
mission work in Cuba. 

Speaking of the historical reference 
of Santiago, this is where one of the 
decisive battles of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war was fought. We have the 
famous San Juan Hill where Teddy 
Roosevelt charged up with his 
“rough-riders” and the bay where the 
Spanish Fleet was overtaken and de- 
stroyed, in the battle of 1898. 

The city itself was built more than 
four hundred years ago and was the 
capital of the republic for one hun- 
dred and fifty years, having Hernan 
Cortez as its first mayor. Near by, an 
old ceiba tree is pointed out to visi- 
tors where it is said that Cortez tied 
up his charges of war before he 
sailed away to conquest Mexico, where 
we also have gone lately to conquest 
new lands for the Lord and the 
Church of God. 

We understand that we have hard 
battles before us, but the victory is 
ours in Jesus’ name if we only keep 
faith in Him and endeavor to do those 
things that are pleasing to Him, ac- 
cording to our several abilities. 





Saving souls or leading people to 
Christ in any land is missionary 
work. There is no such thing to God 
as a foreign field. One field is as near 
to Him as another. Every Christian 
should feel himself to be a mission- 
ary, and go to work for God wherever 
he chances to be.

What God Hath Wrought 


“The Lord hath done great things 
for us, whereof we are glad,” Psalms 
126:3. We went to Westernport, Mary- 
land, in June, 1939, and a church was 
set in order with thirty-five mem- 
bers, with $15 mission money. In three 
years God gave us fifty-six members, 
although we had to exclude some. We 
bought a nice frame church. Just be- 
fore the Assembly we resigned the 
pastorate. In June, 1942, the tithes 
and offerings were $250.10 from all 
sources. 

At the General Assembly I was ap- 
pointed pastor at Washington, Pa. 
We came here in September, 1942. The 
church we had was a rented one and 
was sold, so we were forced to vacate, 
but we had a fine group of people 
who were willing to work. The church 
had $116.40 in the bank, so we began 
to pray day and night until God an- 
swered prayer. We bought a beautiful 
brick building for $9,000, and it is 
worth twice that. It has a 40-foot 
front lot, and 240 feet back. It is lo-

Streets. The church is 36 by 80 feet, 
with full size basement, a nice audi- 
torium 34 by 50 and a nice rostrum 
equipped for programs. The' building 
seats from three to five hundred and 
can be heated with hot water heat 
or hot air. 

Upstairs in the front we have six 
nice modern rooms and bath for the 
parsonage. We are finishing up three 
more rooms in the middle for renting, 
also four modern rooms and bath in 
the rear for renting. The good breth- 
ren have already donated 1,100 hours 
of work, and it will take several hun- 
dred yet to complete the job, but, 
thank God, we have two contractors 
and three carpenters and a good 
plumber all in the church. 

It is costing $650 to rebuild these 
apartments, besides the material do- 
nated. We have just fiinshed paying 
$1,000 on our church, we have all our 
bills paid that are due, and $35 in the 
treasury. Some of our brethren said 
we would trust God to pay for the 
church. We raised over $400 one week 
end. Some of the good brethren gave 
as much as $206 and $211 apiece. Our 
good sisters are doing their part, too.
